DEALT WITH SEVERELY. AKROPOLIS AND TO VIMA HEADLINED

TO VIMA REPORTED ON FRONTPAGE "KISSINGER FEDERALIZATION PLAN" 
BASED ON REPORTAGE FROM LONDON, WHILE AKROPOLIS CARRIED

AND PENTAGON REGARDING AID TO TURKEY CITING SECRETARY
